for 


depreciation of equipment in the 
earlier years of its use. 


Under present 
depreciation 


regulations, companies deduct 
from taxes the cost of equip- 
ment on a yearly installment 
basis taking into consideration 
the useful life of the machinery. 


The presidential panel which 


devised the new rules said they 
would reduce government re- 
ceipts by $1.4 billion in the first 
year, $3.7 billion in the second 
and more thereafter. 


The idea is to encourage mod- 


ernization of equipment and ex- 
pansion of production. In recent 
months, industries have spent 
frugally on new plants and ma- 
chinery. 


Nixon, who has embraced def- 


icit spending as a means of 
pumping new life ito the sag- 
ging economy, has virtually 
completed work here on the new 
federal budget for the 1972 fiscal 
year that begins July 1. 


In what he terms an expan-

The case concerns the search 


of Sandra Johnson, a 26-year-old 
Los Angeles dycleaning store 
derk, at the San Ysidro, Calif., 
customs station in August 1968. 
A customs inspector of 27 years' 
experience ordered her and a 
woman companion also crossing 
the border from Mexico to be 
searched by a woman inspector. 


A bundle of heroin was found 


in Miss Johnson's underpanties. 
No narcotics were found in the 
second woman's clothing. Miss 
Johnson was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to five years in 
prison. 


The appeals court, in setting 


aside the conviction, said cus- 
toms inspectors cannot order 
travelers to submit to "strip 
searches" rinlras they have a

As for 
humane societies 


placing pets—forget it. There is 
a less than 10 percent adoption 
rate, even at the best, and less 
than five percent of the animals 
brought to most pounds survive. 
I was at our local shelter one 
afternoon when 12 litters of 
puppies and 26 litters of kittens 
arrived, averaging over 150 
animals. On that same day, only 
13 people came to select animals. 
And that was a sunny day. In 
rainy weather, no one visits the 
shelter, but the animals keep 
arriving. 
Some 10,000 kittens

PER 


HOUR in the United States! 


There are parents who let an 


animal bear a litter "because the 
children enjoy the kittens or 
puppies so much." 
But when 


they get bigger, off the doomed 
creatures go to the gas chamber. 
Such cruelty is unbelievable! 
Others still believe the myth that 
it is best for the animal to have 
one litter before spraying. Not 
so! An altered pet makes a more 
sanitary, 
devoted 
and 


satisfactory pet in every way— 
and the ideal age for the work is 
five or six months. 


Another myth: 
Nursing 


mothers are immune against 
pregnancy. 
When kittens are 


barely two weeks old, the mother 
will almost surely set about 
preparing for her next ones. 


It is far better, if your pet has 


an unwanted litter, to put them to 
sleep immediately. The worst 
crime of all is abandonment.

"We have to try 
harder, 
and 
concentrate 
on 


staying alive. One way of stay- 
ing alive is beating UCLA, 
which we have." 


The Trojans, No. 4 in the 


country with a 12-0 mark that 
included Saturday night's 79-72 
beating of Washington, have ris- 
en up on occasion to strike a 
blow at their crosstown foes. 
Top-ranked UCLA has lost but 
four games in five years, two of 
them to USC. 


"I've lived with UCLA for 


some time now and I know what 
it takes to beat them," says 
Boyd, "but it isn't easy." 


How hard is it living in the 


shadow of a team that has won 
four straight national champion- 
ships and six out of the last sev- 
en years? 


"It has tended to submerge a 


very successful basketball pro- 
gram at Southern Cal," says 
Boyd, "it has taken longer for 
us to get the recognition we de- 
serve. It's a wonder we've been 
able to survive the national 
champion. We've been growing, 
though." 


While Southern Cal continued 


its move toward the top with an- 
other victory Saturday, rock- 
steady UCLA stayed on course 
with a 95-71 success over Wash- 
ington State—the Bruins' 127th 
in their last 131 games.

People packed 
the Lakers' Forum and rocked 
Pauley Pavilion, an attractive 
facility on the Bruins' campus. 


Southern 
Cal, meanwhile, 


played to echoes instead of ap- 
plause in the off-campus, city- 
run sports arena. 


But Boyd, who didn't have a 


losing season at Seattle, wasn't 
going to start losing games or 
fans at Southern Cal. He won 
games first, particularly giving 
UCLA a rough time of it, and 
the fans came. 


The Trojans 
tied a knot 


around Lew Alcindor and the 
powerful 1967 Bruins with a stall 
that resulted in a 29-29 regula- 
tion tie. UCLA won it in over- 
time, but it was a glimpse of 
things to come.

Athletes In 
Fight A gainst 
Use of Drugs

WASHINGTON lAP) -Rickie 


Harris and Mike Bass spend 
much of the year knocking down 
opponents for the 
Washington 


Redskins, but when they aren't 
playing football, they're knock- 
ing drugs. 


Harris and Bass, defensive 


backs for the Redskins, work in 
the off-season as consultants to 
the Office of Economic Opport- 
unity. They travel around the 
country to explain the anti- 
poverty agency's youth pro- 
grams but also promote anti- 
drug use. 


The two players got involved 


in the OEO program early last 
year when the agency changed 
its policy of spending money 
on summer activities to year 
round educational and job train- 
ing programs. 


Cities which had been receiv- 


ing funds for summer recreat- 
ional programs weren't pleased 
with the change. 


Albert E. Abrahams, assist- 


ant director for special programs, 
said the agency thought that 
athletes could persuade local 
officials the summer programs 
were doing the job. 


Harris says: "The summer 


programs weren't helping the 
kids. It would keep them off the 
streets for three months but then 
they went back to school. And 
how about the kids who didn't 
go to school. We also found that 
the summer programs were 


jiimofl at those six to 13. They 
weren't even touching the older 
kids who were the potential 
troublemakers." 


While on tour last summer, 


just prior to the preseason Red- 
skins camp. Harris and Bass got 
involved in New York with 
March on Drugs, a national 
sports committee to help fight 
driii; abuse among America's 
youngsters. 


"We tried to work with them 


but we went to camp and just 
couldn't get with them," said 
Harris. "So Mike and I decided 
to do our own thing." 


The two players were booked 


on television shows by the anti- 
poverty agency in many of the 
cities in which the Redskins 
played last fall — Philadelphia, 
Dallas, St. Ixmis, New York and 
San Francisco. 


"Some of our discussions get 


pretty heated but these kids can 
relate with us. They know Mike 
and I know where its at. Mike 
is from Ann Arbor Mich, and 
I'm from Watts. I saw guys in 
schools who were better athletes 
than I ever will be die from 
drugs. I tell the kids about these 
guys and they know I know 
where it's at.

commission also 


urged a ban on all handguns 
and recommended more lenient 
treatment for marijuana users 
but stiffer sentences for crimi- 
nals adjudged dangerous offend- 
ers. 


But the sweeping nature of 


the panel's findings may stand 
in the way of their quick adop- 
tion, some members indicated. 


"1 suffer no illusions," Hep. 


Richard H. Poff, R-Va., vice 
chairman of the study commis- 
sion, told newsmen Thursday. 
"The work of the committee is 
not likely to become the law of 
the land in the next session or 
the next two sessions." 


However, Poff said, legisla- 


tion to implement the recom- 
mendations will Ix. 
1 introduced 


in Congress and the Justice De- 
partment will be asked for its 
views.

part of the picture, rather 
densely populated cities do 
not have the problems of the 
developed nations. 


For years New York City 


has had a steady increase in 
pollution with no increase in 
the number of people. Why 
not limit automobiles—one to 
a family at maximum—in- 
stead of p e o p l e as a first 
sane step. Besides I think it 
might be easier to legislate 
what goes into the garage 
than what goes on in the 
bedroom. 


We can indeed control how 


foods are packaged—elimi- 
nate plastic containers that 
are next to indestructible, 
control how wastes are dis- 
posed of, what factories do. 
We should limit the ever- 
growing population of auto- 
mobiles. 


With a l i t t l e automobile 


"birth control" the quality 
of life might i m p r o v c re- 
markably. And while wo arc 
on the subject, why not cut 
down on pollution by cutting 
out cigarettes?

Missile Plan 
Set Back ky

"First prize in the U. S. Open 


was $7,000 last year, but that 
was for two weeks," added Mrs. 
King.
